A Few  Notes  On  Use  and  Culture  of  Gladioli 


Gladioli  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  all  danger  from  frost  is  past.  If  this  is  not  convenient  or  does  not  fit  in  with  your  garden 
plans  they  may  be  kept  in  perfect  condition  by  storing  in  a cool,  dry  place.  They  should  not  be  left  unplanted,  however,  after 
July  1st.  They  should  be  planted  about  four  inches  deep  and  six  inches  apart,  either  in  clumps  among  shrubbery  or  roses,  or  in 
rows  or  beds  by  themselves.  After  the  foliage  has  turned  brown  late  in  the  fall,  but  before  heavy  frosts  they  may  be  dug  up  and 
stored  over  winter  until  next  spring’s  planting  time.  To  have  a continuous  flowering  season  from  July  1st  until  October,  plant  a 
number  of  bulbs  every  two  weeks,  beginning  about  April  15th,  and  continuously  until  July  1st.
